^ er) we find a long article 0« the character 
•n d view s of General M iranda. 
Our readers 
have been furnifhed with the more prominent 
parts » f the •chars<f\rr o f this diftinguiihed 
adventurer ; but the follow in g extrails, con­ 
tain, we b elieve, a courfe ot reniark and 
ofciervation, that w ill not be read wiih ijidif- 
fercnce 


•' But what is the cfTr£\ of the prefent 
fyflem »f government in Spain which is de­ 
cidedly arbitrary— a 
govern»?ent, 
whole 
fundamental jirinciple excludes all, hut the 
privileged clafs, from the offices and honours 
of the ftate ? 
W h a t, wc fay, is the eiFe^ of 
this fyftero upon the other orders of the 
people ? W hy limply, that having nothing 
to ffXpeCt as a reward, they have no fpur to 
•ny extraordinary exertion. 
There is no 
tffort in the abfence of emulation, and no 
excellence in the abfence 
of effort. 
The 
ivhole mini of the ftate is palfied ; the great 
remain in indolence, becaufe they can attain 
the ordinary objects ef defire without exer­ 
tion, and the lower claffes will not toil, 
where their toil will not raifc them from 
their deftined obfcurity. 


•* Such 13 the condition of the Spaniih 
D onarchy at this moment, w ith regard to 
the prqduflion of thofc eminent men whwfe 
•id it 10 much requires in this feafon of need. 
W ill it not appear almoft a paradox to fay 
that Spain can only be prcferved by a revolu­ 
tion ? yet it is only by this event that her 
latent powers can be called forth, that the 
dormant and not extinguifhed fpark of her 
former national chara£lercan here-animated. 
T h e feafon of peril and high reward will call 
this fpirit forth. 
The neceffity of the time 
will fliake off thofe who are inferiour to its 
demands. 
Rank and place— the flaves of a 
court or a minifter— the Generals of a parade 
— and Admirals ex*officio, muft then retire, 
and make roam for men of more elTiciency. 


“ The monopoly of Spaini and the regu­ 
lations to which, in common with every other

iarcntcountry, flic has fubjefted her colonies, 
¡as long hung a heavy yoke upon the necks 
of the Golonifts. 
The weight of this yoke 
kas not been alleviated by the fenfe of the 
fuperiority of the mother country. 
The 
colonifts have not the confolation that their 
d'ervitudc is the tribute for their proteéli&n ; 
—iaa incapable of protecting as governing 
them> the mother country hangs a dead bur­ 
then upon her colonies. 
Like Anchifes, in 
the fable, ihe is fupported on the back of her 
children, but her children, unlike Eneas,they 
are not much pleafed with the weight. In the 
language of the fame fable, traveftied, 
they 
care not how foon tbty (huAe off the old 
Woman.'* 


Thus is it at prefent; and thus has it 
long been with Spain and her colonies. 
H er 
claims to their monoply muft be arged upon 
her former fervices, and not upon her pre­ 
fent protection. 
But it is the perfuafion of 
the CQlonies that this debt of former protec­ 
tion has been paid off by former fervitude, 
and that the fervice of proteftion having 
ceafîd, the colonial reditus,the monopoly and 
fubje£lioni ftiouldiceafe with it. 
In a word, 
that they (hould be no longer fuhjcAs to 
^ power, which can »either give them an 
intercourfe of commerce to mutual advantage 
in peace, nor protedlion in war. 


** T he independence of N orth-A merica 
gave birth to thofe principles— the French 
Kevolution 
has confirmed them. 
South- 
Anierica is now reftrained within her obe­ 
dience by two bars only— a very weak mili­ 
tary force, and a militia already corrup.ed, 
being in fa£l but the country itfelf. 


“ It was in this fituation that Gen. M i ­ 
randa conceived his defign of cfftdling his 
favourite putpnfe. 


“ He promifcd M r. Pitt that with ten 
thoufand men he would fcour South Ameri­ 
ca, and efff£l her independence.

The commer­ 
cial advantages they would derive fro « a free 
intercourfe with that immenfe, wealthy re­ 
gion, enjoying an independent govern m en t, 
would be incalculable. 
The late meafures 
of the Britiih parliament, putting a ftop to 
the importation of flives into their colonieSf 
Urengthens the probaoility that this vaft plan 
is in ferious contemplation. 
W e well knovP 
thit without flives, the value of the Weft- 
India IQands muft diminifti« and 
poftlbly 
would not be worth the expenfe of defence* 
It is probable that a more indulgent policy 
with regard to flaves would favour the na­ 
tural increafe of their numbers, in a degree; 
but by no means fo as to equal the ufual im­ 
portations. 
But South.America, abounding 
in every thing England can want of tropical 
growth, and wanting the manufactures with 
which Ihe could moft cafily fupply it, might 
be cultivated like our northern ftates, by the 
proprietors of the foil, or like our fouthern 
ftates, by A tves. Once independent, it would 
have a right to choofe its own policy.
